Trade.—The Oversea imports during August were valued at £3,207,645, 


and show a decrease of £326,012, or 9:2 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for two months was 
£6,080,596, a decrease of £218,611, or 3:4 per cent. in comparison with 
the figures for 1915. _ 

The Oversea exports of merchandise during August amounted to 
£2,958,771, being an increase of £1,230,897, or over 71 per cent., as 
compared with the corresponding month of last year. For the two 
months, July and August, there was an increase of £925,348, or over 
23 per cent., compared with the same period for 1915.

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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for August show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,552,842, or £251,447 more than in August of last 
year. During the two months ended 3lst August, the revenue was 
£2,884,170, being £260,232, or 9-9 per cent. more than in the corres- 
ponding period of the last financial year.

On the 3lst August, 1916, the Consolidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £643,798. 


Savings Banks.—The latest returns show that at the 30th June, 1916, there 
were 806,882 depositors, having £37,363,272 on deposit. This shows 
an increase of £1,800,623 in deposits during the year. The average 
amount on deposit was slightly over £46 per depositor and £20 per 
inhabitant. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during August was 6,356 oz. crude, equal 
to 5,683 0z. fine, valued at £24,140, and showed a decrease of 2,715 oz. 
fine, and £11,530 in value, compared with August of last year. The value 
of gold produced during the eight months was £253,370, and showed a 
decrease of 31,185 oz. fine, and £132,465 in value, in the figures 
for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see ~ 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in August, 1916, prices were 31:6 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 5-4 per cent. lower than in August, 1915, and 1:5 
per cent. lower than in July, 1916. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
August, 1916, 66:1 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 7:2 per 
cent. lower than in August, 1915, and 2°6 per cent. lower than in 
July, 1916. Potatoes, oatmeal, starch, and kerosene increased in price, 
while decreases occurred in the prices of bacon, ham, eggs, flour, and 
raisins. 

As regards meat, sirloin of beef showed a very slight increase, but all 
cuts of mutton fell slightly, and pork remained at the proclaimed price. 
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The following is a statement of the price levels since July, 1914, the 
levels for which were taken as base and called 100 :—

Land Selections.—During August, 120 applications were made for 87,059 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 148,065 acres, representing 
413 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes 
areas set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year 
the number of applications has been 791, and the area applied for 
413,159 acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement 
since the Ist January is 1,327,077 acres, representing 1,810 blocks. 


Meteorology.—Favourable rains were received throughout New South Wales 
during August, which largely enhanced the prospects of an excellent 
season. Falls were recorded over almost the total area, being in many 
instances considerably in excess of normal. Amongst the favoured 
districts were the South-Western Slopes, the Central Tablelands, and 
the Central-Western Slopes ; the central districts generally received 
more than the usual amounts, floods resulting in some of the southern 
rivers. Although most of the stations situated in the western district 
and along the seaboard received less than the general average, the 
shortages were not of a serious nature. The rain in the metropolitan 
area was very poor, and again failed to reach the average. 

Temperatures registered during the month showed an upward tendency, 
particularly in the North Coast district. 


Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—August, 1916.—The births registered 
numbered 1,846, equal to 29:04 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
934 were males and 912 females. The rate is 1°8 per cent. below the 
average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 728, namely, 398 males and 330 females, equal 
to a rate of 11-40 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 5-5 per 
cent. below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
below the average in all age-groups, except age-group 1-4. 

The infantile mortality was 57 per 1,000 births, being 8‘1 per cent. 
below the average for August of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropclitan area, during 
August, 516 new buildings. The total for the eight months, January 
to August, was 3,803, as compared with 4,375 during the corresponding 


period of 1915,
